AUSTRIA,

Scoret and Carlous Negotiations of Kos-
suth with Russin snnd France,

The Naplo, of Pesth, publishes the tollowing:—
o the lst of August, 1849, Batthysuyl and
szemere arrived at Nyiraooni to proceed to
Awud, by order of the Government, Kossuth
jenrped, probably from Georgey himselt, partly
from the secret ugents he had in the camp of
the latter, that that General had begun negotis-
tions with the Husslins. This explains why he
#ook into his own hands the peace negotiations,
which heé intrusted to the two Ministers (Bat-
thyunyi and Szemere), The basis of Kossuoth's
negotintions wus neither more nor less than the
offer of the Hungarisn Crown to Russm,

“The two Ministers separately opened, upon
{hat basis, negotiations with Marshal Paskic-
vitech, when, on the 6th of August, 1849, in the
house of the Bishop Bremer, they hunded their
first nota to the Hussian parliumentary Milora-
duvie. who had come the night belore to arrunge
for thie exchnnge of the Russian officers in the
Lunds of the Hungarisng,  That note, delivered
to Marshal Pasklevitseh, did not otfer the Hun-
gurign Crown to the Roussian dynasty, but Its
purport was to induce Russin to make u separate
peace with Hungary. These negotiations were
unsuecesstul, Bul on the 7ih of Angust Szemere
and Batthysnyl sent & gccond note to the Rus-
giun Geacral.  That note wis submitted to
Gienernl Poeltenberg, who was accempunied b
Colonel Leopold Benydzky, Uaptain Josep
Lethlen, and & detachment ol hussars to the
Nicholus Regiment.  While the latter were pro-
cocdipe 1o the Russian General's quarters, s
